Former  President  Dwight  Eisenhower  etched  the  date  Sept.  13, 
1962  into  the  memories  of  thousands  of  people  by  his  appearance  on 
the  Saint  Joseph’s  campus  for  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  at  the 
new  Halleck  Center  and  for  a  huge  Republican  rally  later  in  the  same 
day.  During  ceremonies  at  the  new  student  center  General  Eisenhower 
became  a  fellow  of  the  College  as  did  his  wife,  Mamie.  The  former 

president  arrived  on  campus  at 
noon,  rested  in  the  Bishop’s  quar- 


Bell  Plot  Exposed 

The  Valparaiso  University  vic¬ 
tory  bell,  long  a  thorn  in  the  sides 
of  Puma  sports  fans,  spent  Mon¬ 
day  and  Tuesday  of  this  week  on 
the  Puma  campus,  thanks  to  the 
intrepid  spirit  of  seven  sophomores. 

The  seven,  Dominic  Buttitta, 
Terry  Lafin,  Jack  Lambke,  Mike 
McMahon,  John  McClaughin,  Bob 
Soltysiak  and  Jim  Thompson  jour¬ 
neyed  to  Valpo  at  2  a.m.  Monday 
morning  and  carried  out  a  plot  en¬ 
gineered  by  classmate  Chuck  Don¬ 
nelly. 

It  took  the  group  two  hours  to 
unbolt  the  750  pound  bell  from  its 
eight  foot  high  mounting  place. 
Then,  unable  to  move  it  by  any 
other  means,  they  threw  it  to  the 
ground,  lifted  it  into  an  automo¬ 
bile  and  hauled  it  back  to  St.  Joe. 

The  whole  operation  was  unde¬ 
tected  until  Monday  morning  when 
irate  Valpo-ites  found  their  cast- 
bronze  pride  and  joy  missing. 

A  large  group  of  upperclassmen 
patroled  the  campus  Monday  night 
to  stop  any  possible  attempt  to  re¬ 
take  the  bell.  One  carload  of  Val¬ 
po  students  was  apprehended,  given 
hamburgers  in  the  rec  hall  and  sent 
packing  —  without  the  bell. 

Tuesday  the  bell  was  on  display 
in  the  rec  hall.  That  evening  it  was 
used  for  a  pep  rally,  then  trans¬ 
ported  via  truck  back  to  Valpo.

Gross,  Con¬ 
gressman  Charles  Halleck,  Emil 
Labbe,  Dover,  N.H.,  president  of 
the  student  council  and  General 
Eisenhower.
